Growers of black raspberries in va­ 
rious parts of the United States, par­ 
ticularly in Ohio and N*>Tv York, have 
been suffering discouraging losses in 
many instances from a my sterious 
disease, 
whicli, for convenience* is 
called eastern blue-stern. 
During the 
i last few y ears,, the United .States De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
has 
been 
study ing the disease in certain local­ 
ities and now sums up what is known 
about it in Department Circular '¿ 'SI, 
Eastern Blue-Stern of the Black Rasp­ 
berry , by K. Ii. Wilcox . 
Profits Curtailed. 
The disease, which is marked by a 
peculiar curling of the y oung leaves 
and blue stripes on the canes, gradu­ 
ally reduces the productivity of the 
plantations 
and 
kills 
the 
affected 
plants in two or three y ears. 
In 
some sections where raspberries have 
been 
grown 
ex tensively 
for 
y ears 
profits are curtailed to such an ex ­ 
tent that farmers are not encouraged 
to stay In the bus;ness and the center 
of production is gradually shifting as 
disease follows 
the new 
plantings. 
Where investigations have been made 
tlie infection of fields has ranged from 
0 to 75 per cent, and total loss in 
the northeastern part of the country 
is thought to be very large. 
Some 
slightly infected patches have been 
found in Michigan and Wisconsin. 
The general effect of blue-stem is a 
gradual stunting of the plant, with a 
reduction of the y ield and dwarfing 
of the berries. 
When affected tip> 
are planted they make little growth, 
and the following spring they start 
feebly or not at all. Often the grower 
may suspect that the trouble is win­ 
ter-killing. 
No recoveries have ever, 
1 been noted. 
ff the affected parts are, 
cut off the disease will soon show up 
in another part. 
Plants started by 
routing the tips of diseased plants 
will alway s have the disease. 
No 
bacteria or fungi have y et been found 
that might he said to he the cause, 
hut certain features of the malady , 
such as the mottling and deformity 
of the leaves and the stunting and 
final death of the plants, indicate thar 
it may he of the mosaic ty pe. 
Diseased Tips Planted. 
Blue-stem becomes established by 
1 he planting of diseased tips, but at 
the time of digging it is impossible 
to recognize those that carry the in­ 
fection, and the sy mptoms do not ap­ 
pear early enough in the spring s » 
that tin* diseased tips can he foun 1 
before they have made a growth of 
several inches. 
Thus far no very 
resistant variety has been found, and 
no spray is known to he effective. 
The only 
practical 
method 
to 
get 
ahead of blue-stem is to get stock 
from a nursery known to he free of 
it and set as far as practicable from 
diseased plantations. 
Young fields 
must he carefully watched and plants 
showing blue-stem sy mptoms removed 
and replaced by healthy tips. 
Growers interested in a thorough 
discussion of the disease may got a 
co p y of the circular by writing the 
Department of Agriculture, Washing­ 
ton, D. C.
